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A  Noe  Valley 
Mental  Health 
Check-up

With  all  the  recent  psycho-babble  in 
the  media  about  addiction,  co-dependency, 
and  dysfunctional  families,  the  Voice  de- 
cided to  launch  an  investigation  into  the 
neighborhood  subconscious.  Do  we.  the 
east  and  west  of  Castro  set.  have  any 
particular  psychological  hang-ups  that 
distinguish  us  from  the  rest  of  the  city? 

Nope,  at  least  not  according  to  three 
local  therapists  interviewed  this  summer. 
"We  all  want  the  same  thing,"  said  thera- 
pist Valerie  Hearn.  who  lives  on  25th 
Street  and  is  in  the  process  of  opening  an 
office  nearby,  "I've  seen  people  with 
Ph.D.s  and  people  who  may  be  consid- 
ered the  dregs  of  society.  They  all  just 
want  to  be  happy  and  to  be  in  a  good 
relationship." 

The  three  practitioners  were  reluctant 
to  pin  any  diagnostic  labels  on  Noe  Val- 
ieyans,  or  on  San  Franciscans  for  that 
matter.  But  they  did  share  some  insights 
into  the  kind  of  depression  that  they  say 
clouds  the  minds  of  a  good  number  of 
Americans. 

"There's  a  lot  of  alienation  in  the 
United  States.  People  are  very  success- 
oriented,  more  materialistic.  There's  less 
emphasis  on  connections  to  people  and 
family."  said  Arlene  Dumas,  a  psycho- 
therapist who  lives  and  practices  at  464 
Duncan  St. 

Therapist  Janelle  Moon  likes  to  quote 
a  Nobel  Peace  Prize  winner  when  she 
speaks  about  our  culture's  general 
malaise.  "Mother  Teresa  said  the  number 
one  problem  in  the  U.S.  is  loneliness." 
Moon  said.  "I  see  some  wonderful  peo- 
ple who  are  very  lonely." 

Hearn  agrees.  A  seasoned  traveler 
who's  lived  in  three  foreign  countries, 
Hearn  has  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that 
"the  United  States  is  the  most  emotion- 
ally impoverished  country  I've  been  in. 
The  mental  difficulties  so  common  here 
are  simply  products  of  human  beings  not 
knowing  how  to  care  for  each  other  or  for 
themselves." 

Sound  bleak?  Not  necessarily,  say  the 
therapists.  That's  because  our  under- 
standing of  the  origins  of  these  problems 
has  increased  significantly,  particularly 
during  the  last  decade.  And  more  and 
more  people  are  trying  to  heal  the  things 
inside  themselves  that  stop  them  from 
living  a  full  life. 

"In  the  past  few  years,  there  has  been 
more  awareness  about  child  abuse  and 
neglect,  and  about  dysfunctional  fami- 
lies," Dumas  points  out.  The  12-step  pro- 
grams based  on  Alcoholics  Anonymous 
that  have  cropped  up  around  the  country 
provide  a  good  model  for  recovery — for 
everything  from  drug  addiction  to  a 
traumatic  childhood,  she  adds.  These 
self-help  groups  also  teach  children  and 
spouses  of  alcoholics  or  addicts  that  they 
may  have  compensated  for  the  failures  t)f 
their  loved  ones  by  developing  "co-depen- 
dent" behavior — overly-responsible  be- 
havior that  permits  the  alcoholic  or  drug 
addict  to  continue  in  their  addiction. 

But  in  some  cases  dependency  on  a 
12-stcp  program  may  simply  replace  one 
crutch  with  another.  Dumas  warns.  "Peo- 
ple can  become  addicted  to  the  programs

They  see  everything  in  those  terms  — 
everything  is  'co-dependency'."  she  said. 
"It  Ithe  12-step  program]  is  helpful  as  a 
guideline,  and  offers  concrete  steps  to 
work  with.  But  it's  not  an  answer  for 
everything." 

Dumas  also  likes  to  approach  what  is 
described  as  co-dependent  or  dysfunc- 
tional behavior  from  a  different  angle.  "1 
like  to  call  it  adaptive  behavior."  she  said. 
"People  do  the  best  they  can  to  survive, 
and  1  like  my  clients  to  approach  therapy 
from  a  position  of  strength,  with  the  idea 
that  they  are  survivors."

Be^inninfi  Monday.  June  IH.  residents  of 
Noe  Vallev.  a  tie if^hbor hood  located  in  the 
heart  of  San  Francisco.  California,  Shasta 
Bioregion,  U.S.A.,  will  be  holding  their  10th 
annual  Noe  Valley  Green  Neighborhood  Festi- 
val, a  week-long  celebration  featuring  a  five- 
day  street  fair  and  Summer  Solstice  Proces- 
sion, in  which  hundreds  of  locals  don  masks 
and  costumes  emblematic  of  the  region's  na- 
tive plants  and  animals. 

The  festival  is  held  to  honor  the  day.  10 
years  ago.  when  the  earth's  first  "Green  City 
Center"  opened  in  Noe  Valley,  marking  the 
beginrung  of  the  neighborhood's  transforma- 
tion into  a  world-renowned  model  of  "Green 
City"  living. 

For  Noe  Valley — a  neighborhood  that 
evolved  from  a  working-class  enclave  in  the 
1960s  to  a  haven  lor  yuppies  in  the  '80s — the 
advent  of  "green"  living  has  wrought  pro- 
found changes. 

In  1995.  five  blocks  of  asphalt  along  24ih 
Street,  the  community's  retail  shopping  strip, 
were  dug  up  and  refashumed  into  a  pedes- 
trian mall.  Gardens  and  orchards  were  plant- 
ed throughout  the  hilly  neighborhood,  and  a 
creek  once  native  to  the  area  was  restored. 
Now  full  of  the  region's  native  salmon,  the 
brook  bubbles  merrily  through  the  shopping 
area. 

B\  working  closely  with  the  San  Francisco 
Planning  Departineni .  residents'  groups  i  on- 
vinced  the  city  to  ban  cars  from  the  pedestrian 
strip,  and  establish  a  locally-owned,  point- 
to-point  shuttle  van  .service  in  the  neighbor- 
hood- In  addition,  bicycle  routes  were  added 
to  all  of  Noe  Vallev's  main  thoroughfares, 
making  for  a  dramatic  increase  in  the  number 
of  bicycling  enthusiasts  roving  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

The  outer  changes  in  Noe  Valley  reflect 
inner  changes  as  well.  A  sizeable  majority  of 
residents  now  support  such  businesses  as  the 
Noe  Valley  Compost  Collectors  group  f  NVCC  J 
NVCC  offers  curhside  collection  of  compost - 
able  materials,  such  as  coffee  grounds  and

Neighborhood 
Trying  to  Get 
A  Handle 
On  Vandalism

The  graffiti  has  been  painted  over  at 
James  Lick  School  and  Douglass  Park, 
and  the  power  lines  reconnected  at  the 
Noe  Valley  Library  on  Jersey  Street,  And 
over  a  dozen  cars  along  Dolores  Street 
had  new  windows  installed  this  summer. 

But  that  doesn't  mean  residents  are 
happy  about  the  latest  round  of  vandal- 
ism in  Noe  Valley.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
they're  getting  pretty  feisty. 

Following  an  attempted  break-in  at  the 
Noe  Valley  Library  the  evening  of  July  5 
(during  which  the  outside  telephone 
wires  were  cut  and  some  window  grat- 
ings and  roof  gutters  dislodged),  the  resi- 
dents' group  Friends  of  Noe  Valley  issued 
a  bulletin,  calling  for  utmost  vigilance  on 
the  part  of  local  crime-watchers. 

In  the  organization's  August  newslet- 
ter, the  Friends  announced  it  was  time  for 
"  Noe  Valleyans  to  unite  against  vandals." 
by  looking  for  signs  of  wrong-doing  and 
reporting  them  promptly  to  police.

April  19901  was  a  portrait,  nothing 
more,  nothing  less  It  wasn't  presented  as 
a  forum  lor  Gary — either  to  excuse  him- 
self for  being  homeless  or  to  put  forward 
his  case  for  being  a  panhandler. 

Before  yt)ur  story  appeared.  I  had  long 
been  curious  about  this  man  who  had 
become  a  hxlurc  on  24ih  Street.  I  won- 
dered how  this  man  who  was  so  tall  could 
be  so  humble!  Tm  glad  your  story  came 
along  to  satisfy  my  curiosity.  And  some 
of  the  little  details  that  came  oul  in  the 
story  really  moved  me.  !  remember  Gary 
saymg  how  he  always  had  to  hold  an 
object  in  his  hand  when  he  was  begging, 
even  if  it  was  just  a  single  coin  or  a  bottle 
cap.  in  order  to  feel  secure.  This  kind  of 
detail  is  worthy  of  a  novel,  not  just  a 
journalistic  piece. 

Certainly  the  chance  to  read  about  the 
homeless  from  their  point  of  view  is  rare 
in  newspapers  and  magazines.

The  merchants 
think  your  story  is  responsible  for  an  in- 
crease in  panhandlers  in  Noe  Valley  — 
and  consequently  for  an  increase  in 
crime.  They  should  recognize  that  the 
number  of  homeless  people  throughout 
the  city  is  growing  by  leaps  and  bounds.

This  policy  is  notorious  among  Ihe 

city's  residents  and  among  the  people  of 
the  greater  Bay  Area.  I(  is  also  widely 
publicized  in  the  press  across  the  coun- 
try. Ask  anyone  anywhere,  especially  the 
tourists  and  conventioneers,  and  they'll 
tell  you.  "San  Francisco  is  a  beautiful 
city  visually,  but  it  is  a  cesspool  of  per- 
verts, vagrants,  and  misfits." 

Unfortunately,  the  vagrancy  problem 
here  is  only  in  its  infancy.  I  hear  filthy 
feet  marching  in  this  direction  from  all 
over  the  country.  What's  more,  if  the 
mayor  is  successful  in  displacing  his  own 
personal  bums  from  the  Civic  Center, 
they  will  gravitate  outward  into  the 
neighborhoods,  so  Ihe  blight  should  soon 
ratchet  upward  in  the  Noe  Valley.

Here,  the  mayor  seems  to  be  asking 
the  settled  neighborhoods  to  accept  the 
fact  that  what  ihey  have  buill  will  be 
undermined  in  order  to  serve  some  dizzy 
social  concepts  of  the  do-good  contin- 
gent at  City  Hall, 

People  disturbed  by  the  trend  should 
prepare  lo  evacuate,  for  those  merchants 
who  stay  will  need  steel  gates  and  armed 
security  guards  for  defense. 

I  will  deeply  miss  the  Noe  Valley  (as  I 
do  Polk  Gulch,  which  was  killed  some 
lime  ago).  But.  unfortunately,  shoplifting 
is  no  longer  illegal — its  tolerance  is  a 
politically  attractive  method  of  subsidiz- 
ing the  pathologically  indigent  without 
the  nastiness  of  taxation  or  the  anno>ance 
of  incarceration.

More  Cars  Getting  Clipped 
On  Clipper  Street 

Editor: 

Accidents  on  Clipper  Street  have 
begun  again.  Recently,  cars  parked  part 
way  up  on  the  sidewalk  along  Clipper 
Street  have  been  issued  citations.  Police 
have  begun  enforcing  the  law  about  park- 
ing on  the  sidewalk  to  protect  the  new 
trees  that  were  planted  last  spring  along 
Clipper  outside  James  Lick  School.  For 
years,  citations  were  not  issued  for  park- 
ing on  the  sidewalk  because  any  car 
parked  on  the  street  was  bound  to  be  hit 
sooner  or  later,  usually  just  after  the  bars 
close  on  Saturday  night. 

With  the  sidewalk  law  being  enforced, 
those  of  us  who  live  on  the  steep  blocks 
of  Clipper  are  caught  in  a  dilemma.  We 
either  risk  getting  tickets,  or  we  risk  get- 
ting damaged  cars.  Already,  my  car  has 
had  its  side  mirror  demolished  by  a  pass- 
ing motorist. 

I  have  spoken  with  the  police  and  with 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and 
there  are  a  couple  of  ways  we  might  solve 
this  problem.  To  get  action,  however,  we 
need  every  interested  party  to  lend  their 
voice.

More  Homeless  =  More  Begging 
=  More  Crime.  Or  Does  It? 


Oops!  Don't  Arrest  Us 

In  a  story  about  neighborhood  watch 
groups  published  in  the  June  1990 
issue,  the  Voice  may  have  inadvertent- 
ly stepped  on  the  toes  of  local  police, 

Betsy  Day,  an  Army  Street  resident 
who  helped  organize  a  SAFE  group 
on  her  block,  was  quoted  as  saying.  "1 
was  angry  because  when  I  called  the 
police  after  someone  tried  to  break 
into  my  garage,  they  never  came." 
Day  informs  us  that  she  didn't  actually 
make  the  call,  but  rather  a  neighbor 
across  the  street  told  her  he'd  phoned 
in  the  incident.  So  maybe  the  reason 
the  cops  didn't  show  is:  they  never  got 
the  call, 

II  that's  the  case,  she's  sorry  for  the 
insinuation .  .  ,  and  so  are  we.  D 


The  July/August  issue  of  the  Noe 
VallcY  Voice  carried  several  letters 
to  the  editor  from  neighborhood 
merchants  protesting  an  interview 
of  a  homeless  man  by  the  name  of 
Gary.  Many  of  those  letters  argued 
that  the  neighborhood's  tolerance 
of  panhandlers  on  24th  Street  had 
led  to  an  increase  in  shoplifting 
and  robberies  in  recent  months. 

We  decided  to  ask  people  with 
firsthand  knowledge  of  the  impact 
of  homelessness  if  there  was  a  cor- 
relation between  homelessness, 
panhandling,  and  criminal  activity. 
Their  responses  follow: 

"Police  enforcement  is  an  aspect  of 
working  with  the  homeless — for  the 
people  who  break  laws — but  it's  only  a 
small  aspect  of  dealing  with  the  problem. 

'Tm  .sure  a  lot  of  people  are  upset  that 
you  can't  arrest  people  for  being  poor. 
We  need  to  ask  the  larger  question,  'What 
is  it  that  we  have  done  as  a  society  in  the 
last  10  years  that  has  removed  the  safety 
net  from  so  many?' 

"It  is  very  frustrating  to  hear  over  and 
over  again  from  merchants  and  con- 
cerned residents  how  this  program  or  that 
shelter  acts  like  a  magnet  to  draw  the 
homeless  into  a  specific  area,  1  have  little 
tolerance  for  the  magnet  theory.  There 
simply  isn't  a  magnet  large  enough  to 
draw  the  homeless  to  San  Francisco  or 
even  24th  Street.  There  are  people  living 
in  the  subway  stations  in  New  York,  in 
cardboard  row  houses  in  Los  Angeles, 
and  above  the  metro  gates  in  the  Capitol 
Mall.  The  problem  is  much  deeper,"

"Statistically  in  the  past  six  months 
there  has  not  been  an  increase  in  reported 
petty  theft  crimes.  And  I  emphasize  're- 
ported,' 

"it's  a  complicated  issue.  People  have 
a  right  to  reach  out  and  help  people  in 
need,  but  by  giving  money  you  become 
a  co-dependent  of  that  panhandler. 

"Basically  the  panhandlers  I've  had  to 
deal  with  in  our  neighborhood  have  cho- 
sen to  be  where  they  are.  And  they  have 
found  a  slot  in  Noe  Valley."

'There  is  a  lot  of  overgeneralizing 
about  homeless  people.  Not  all  people 
we  see  panhandling  are  homeless.  A  lot 
of  the  homeless  are  invisible  because 
they  dress  and  act  like  you  and  1  do.  They 
work  and  ride  the  buses, 

"Of  course,  there  are  criminals  and 


drug  addicts  in  the  homeless  population, 
iust  as  there  arc  drug  addicts  in  govern- 
ment jobs  and  middle-class  criminals 
who  cheat  on  their  taxes.  If  you're  rich 
and  have  a  drug  problem,  you  can  check 
into  a  private  clinic.  But  if  you're  poor, 
there  are  only  1.700  slots  in  California 
for  alcohol  and  drug  rehabilitation, 

■"The  less  we  invest  in  preventive  meas- 
ures— such  as  low-cost  housing,  drug  re- 
habilitation programs,  affordable  health 
care,  and  job  training — the  more  we 
marginalize  a  population  at  risk.  We  end 
up  dehumanizing  and  creating  criminals 
from  people  who  are  just  trying  to  exist."

"We  conducted  a  study  of  our  area 
during  a  six-month  period  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  shelter  and  a  six-month 
period  after  it  was  opened,  and  we  found 
no  discernible  pattern  in  the  type  or  fre- 
quency of  crimes  committed.  Lately  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  reported  crimes — 
mostly  nuisance  calls  for  unsightly  or 
bizarre  behavior,  but  also  some  violent 
crimes. 

"The  homeless  are  problematic  peo- 
ple. I  estimate  that  at  least  50  percent  are 
there  because  of  substance  abuse — ^either 
drugs  or  alcohol.  Many  are  functionally 
dysfunctional,  and  suffering  from  emo- 
tional disorders.  Others,  given  the  right 
scenario  or  stimuli,  can  be  violent. 

"If  people  want  to  help  the  homeless, 
they  should  donate  to  programs  such  as 
St,  Anthony's,  or  give  certificates  to 
McDonald's.  Don't  ever  give  money  di- 
rectly to  a  panhandler  "

"The  merchants  [in  their  letters  to  the 
Voice]  have  given  a  false  estimate  of  my 
income.  And  1  have  never  been  convicted 
of  a  crime.  Like  any  homeless  person 
who  has  been  on  the  streets  for  a  while, 
1  have  had  repeated  exposure  to  the  law. 
I  can't  count  the  number  of  time  I've 
been  arrested,  held  for  72  hours,  and 
then  been  released  without  being  charged. 

■'When  you're  living  at  the  bottom  of 
the  barrel,  you  have  to  get  income — that 
means  panhandling  or  stealing.  If  a  per- 
son existing  on  the  marginal  edge  can 
earn  a  living  panhandling,  they  won't  go 
out  and  become  criminal. 

"I  view  panhandling  as  a  positive  force. 
It  is  the  most  ethical,  morally  acceptable, 
and  safe  means  of  relieving  the  economic 
inequity.  In  our  society,  it  is  considered 
more  honorable  to  steal  than  to  beg."

The  Bare  Facts 
on  Homelessness 

The  statistical  bytes  (or  some  might 
say  "bites")  listed  below  were  taken  from 
"Homelessness  in  the  Bay  Area:  Ten 
Points,"  a  document  published  last  year 
by  HomeBase.  a  support  center  and  infor- 
mation clearinghouse  on  homelessness 
issues.  The  HomeBase  Media  Education 
Resource  Group  plans  to  update  the 
document  on  a  regular  basis,  so  if  you 
have  information  to  contribute,  please 
call  Karen  Klem  at  552-3234  or  Cheri 
Alley  at  431-7430.  The  HomeBase  office 
is  located  at  1535  Mission  St. 

In  San  Francisco, 

•  Approximately  15  to  20  percent  of  the 
homeless  are  currently  employed,  and 
approximately  50  percent  have  been 
employed  within  the  last  two  years. 

•  Estimates  are  that  from  30  to  60 
percent  of  the  homeless  are  mentally 
disabled. 

•  An  estimated  20  to  40  percent  of 
people  in  San  Francisco  County  jails 
are  homeless.  It  costs  $59  a  night  to 
house  a  person  in  jail,  as  compared 
with  $10  a  night  to  place  a  person  in 
an  emergency  shelter. 

•  In  1987.  the  homeless  population  in 
San  Francisco  was  estimated  at  6.000. 
including  1.000  children.  Families 
are  the  fastest  growing  segment  of  the 
homeless  population,  showing  a  100 
percent  increase  between  1985  and 
1987. 

In  California, 

•  The  number  of  people  in  state  mental 
hospitals  decreased  from  37.000  in 
I960  to  5.000  in  1984. 

In  the  U.S., 

•  In  1989,  a  family  of  three  whose 
adults  worked  full-time,  year-round, 
at  the  minimum  wage  had  an  income 
that  fell  S2.000  below  the  poverty 
line. 

•  From  1974  to  1987.  the  number  of 
single-parent  families  nearly  doubled. 
At  the  same  time,  the  median  income 
of  young,  single-parent  renter  house- 
holds declined  by  34  percent,  going 
from  $10,965  to  $7,271,  Meanwhile, 
their  rent  burden  increased  from  34.9 
to  58.4  percent  of  their  earnings. 

•  Fewer  than  25,000  new  low-income 
units  subsidized  by  the  US.  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment (HUD)  were  built  in  1987.  More 
than  200.000  units  were  built  annually 
in  the  late  1970s. 

•  Nationwide.  39  percent  of  the  home- 
less are  veterans. 

•  In  1989.  a  Harris  poll  found  that  71 
percent  of  those  polled  were  willing 
to  spend  more  federal  money  to  help 
the  homeless  by  raising  taxes  □

neifihhorhood—and  then  sells  the  cotnpoM 
hack  to  the  community,  at  low  rates,  for  use 
in  backyard  and  sidewalk  i^ardcns. 

Another  local  small  business,  the  Noe  Val- 
ley Energy  Conversion  Office,  has  led  the 
community  in  making  the  changeover  to  re- 
newable energy  techn<}logy,  and  has  also  as- 
sisied  households  in  implementing  energy 
conservation  and  weatherization  lechnitjues- 

Thc  blossoming  of  Noe  Valley  from  gray  to 
green  has  also  given  rise  to  .such  "Ufe/place- 


affirmmg"  phenomena  as  the  Noe  Valley 
Theatre,  the  Noe  Valley  radio  station  NVCR. 
a  Noe  Valley  cable  television  station,  and  a 
"Wild  in  the  City"  nature  curriculum  in  local 
schools  that  leaches  kids  about  plants  and 
animah  indigenous  to  their  neighborhood 

The  blueprint  for  Noe  Valley's  miraculous 
overhaul  was  first  published  in  the  1989  hook 
A  Green  City  Program  for  San  Francisco  Bay 
Areas  and  Towns,  by  Feler  Berg,  Beryl 
Magilavy.  and  Seth  Zuckerman .  According  to 
Berg,  the  book  was  designed  to  bring  about 
"(J  new  kind  of  city  that  is  self-reliant  and 
self-sustaining.  "  populated  by  a  new  breed  of 


urban  pioneers  Since  its  publication.  A 
Green  Ciiy  Program  has  become  accepted  as 
the  bible  for  Green  City  groups  all  over  the 
planet. 

And  so  the  imaginary  article  goes.  A 
Utopian  tanlasy?  Perhaps,  then  again, 
perhaps  not,  according  to  17-year  Noe 
Valley  resident  Peter  Berg,  who  says  thai 
Noe  Valley  could  (tor  real)  "'easily  be- 
come the  first  Green  City  neighborhood 
in  San  Francisco.*" 

Berg.  52,  is  not  only  a  co-author  of  A 
Green  Ciiy  Program,  but  also  the  founder 


of  Planet  Drum  Foundation,  an  organiza- 
tion he  launched  in  1974.  Planet  Drum 
gave  birth  to  ""bioregionalism."  a  concept 
that  defines  '"place""  in  distinct  geographi- 
cal and  cultural  terms— not  just  accord- 
ing to  the  invisible  lines  drawn  by  cities, 
states,  and  nations. 

Bioregionalists  espouse  the  philoso- 
phy that  social  change  should  be  based 
upon  ecology,  the  complex  web  of  re- 
lationships shared  by  organisms  and  their 
environment.  Ecology  includes  people —

or  ought  to,  "Our  lives  and  the  life  of  the 
place  we  live  in  are  interrelated,"  Berg 
explains,  "and  that  should  be  what  in- 
structs politics,  culture,  and  identity. 

"When  people  say.  "i  live  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  the  free  world.'  I 
say,  "No  you  don't.  You  live  in  the  Shasta 
Bioregion.  of  the  North  Pacitic  Rim.  of 
the  Pacific  Basin,  of  the  Planetary  Bio- 
sphere, in  the  Universe.  That's  where  you 
live,' 

"From  my  point  of  view,  for  example, 
southern  California  is  really  the  same 
thing  as  Mexico." 

Today  there  are  more  than  200  groups 
in  the  bioregionalist  movement,  with 
names  like  Gulf  of  Maine.  Kansas  Area 
Watershed,  and  Ish  River.  All  are  de- 
voted to  the  common  goal  of  recognizing 
and  nurturing  local  connections  between 
land,  air,  water,  plants,  animals,  friends 
and  neighbors — environmentally,  eco- 
nomically, socially,  and  culturally. 

The  idea  of  a  "Green  City  Center"  is 
a  natural  outgrowth  of  bioregionalism. 
says  Berg,  and  it's  something  he's  work- 
ing on  right  now. 

"City  officials  have  told  us  that  the 
Green  City  Program  is  a  great  idea.  Now 
we  just  have  to  convince  the  public  to 
convince  |city  government]  to  push  for 
'  these  kinds  of  goals. 

"And  that's  why  we  want  to  create  a 
Green  City  Center,  to  educate  and  in- 
volve the  public." 

If  Berg  and  the  staff  at  Planet  Drum 
succeed  in  raising  the  $100,000  they 
need  (and  they  already  have  $45,000). 
then  the  city's  first  Green  City  Center 
will  in  fact  open  "somewhere  in  the 
Guerrero/ Valencia  area"  this  fall  or  next 
spring. 

Such  a  center  would  provide  informa- 
tion and  referrals  relating  to  over  100 
groups  "involved  in  diverse  areas  of 
urban  sustainability  within  a  bioregion." 
It  would  also  organize  workshops,  lec- . 
tures.  public  events,  and  a  speaker's 
bureau,  as  well  as  operate  a  "green 
store,"  which  would  sell  "sustainable  liv- 
ing products,"  such  as  low-flow  shower- 
heads  and  compost  bins. 

Berg  started  formulating  the  beliefs 
that  eventually  led  to  the  founding  of 
Planet  Drum  when  he  was  quite  young. 
"I  moved  around  a  lot  as  a  child."  he 
explains,  and  thus  decided  early  on  in  life 
that  there  was  an  essential  conflict  in  this 
country  "between  tourist  and  native  cul- 
tures, and  it  made  me  yearn  for  an  au- 
thentic identity.  I  wanted  to  live  in  a  way 
that  I  thought  was  authentic  to  the  place 
I  was  living — through  conscious,  delib- 
erate inhabitation.  (He  later  coined  a 
word  to  describe  this:  "reinhabitation."') 

"Most  Americans  don't  know  where 
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they  are."  he  adds.  "The  average  Ameri- 
can changes  addresses  every  three  years." 

Berg  changed  his  own  address  when 
he  migrated  from  Florida  to  San  Fran- 
cisco in  the  '60s.  and  for  a  time  was 
involved  with  the  Haight-Ashbury  Dig- 
gers, a  radical  group  that  handed  out  free 
food  to  the  homeless  He  met  his  wife, 
performance  artist  Judy  Goldhaft,  in 
1964.  when  they  both  were  connected 
with  the  San  Francisco  Mime  Troupe.  In 
1974.  they  moved  with  their  two  chil- 
dren. Aaron  and  Ocean  (named  after  the 
Pacific  Ocean ).  to  their  current  home  on 
30th  Street. 

As  the  vision  of  a  Green  City  Center — 
and  eventually  a  Green  City  Program — 
moves  ever  closer  to  reality,  Peter  and 
Judy  (whose  performances  pieces  are 
philosophically  aligned  with  bioregion- 
alism) continue  to  spread  the  message  of 


Planet  Drum.  They  publish  a  newsletter 
(Raise  the  Slakes),  as  well  as  speak, 
teach,  and  perform  all  over  the  country. 
When  not  traveling,  they  impart  their 
philosophy  by  living  it,  at  home. 

Berg  points  to  the  old-fashioned 
wood-burning  stove  in  their  kitchen. 
"Judy  found  it  for  $40  at  a  garage  sale.  It 
heats  up  the  whole  house  in  winter,  and 
provides  ashes  for  compost  too."  The 
gallon  container  sitting  by  the  sink,  he 
notes,  is  for  "collecting  plant  water,  while 
you're  waiting  for  the  water  to  get  hot." 
And  the  paper  shades  on  the  living  room 
windows  "keep  the  heat  down  by  five 
degrees  in  summer." 

Outside,  the  Bergs  cultivate  an  exten- 
sive backyard  vegetable  garden,  as  well 
as  an  experimental  sidewalk  garden  con- 
taining only  native  "Franciscan  vegeta- 
tion." such  as  dune  tansy,  manzanita.

bunch  grass.  Coyote  Brush,  sage.  Moun- 
tain Laurel,  and  Sticky  Monkey  Flower, 

"Did  you  know,"  Berg  says,  while 
stroking  a  yellow-blooming  dune  tansy, 
"that  the  city  discourages  planting  native 
trees,  like  Buckeyes  and  Valley  Oaks,  on 
the  sidewalks?  You  see.  we  even  dis- 
criminate against  native  plants  In  this  so- 
ciety, the  same  way  we  discriminate 
against  the  Native  American  people." 

One  wonders  if  most  cynical  city 
dwellers  will  write  Berg  off  as  a  radical 
idealist  with  his  head  stuck  in  the  fog- 
But  even  if  this  were  so.  chances  are  the 
godfather  of  bioregionalism  would  re- 
main undaunted. 

"I  once  did  a  performance  as  fog." 
Berg  says.  "You  know  how  to  do  fog? 
You  get  on  the  floor  with  a  gray  blanket 
over  you,  and  then  you  pick  up  one 
corner  of  it,  and  talk,  as  fog  It's  rep- 
resentative of  where  I  live."'

Friends  member  Maria  Kleczewska 
said  the  group  was  prompted  to  launch  a 
campaign  after  hearing  about  the  library 
incident,  as  well  as  two  other  recent 
instances  of  malicious  mischief. 

■"Sometime  in  the  early  part  of  July, 
the  building  at  Douglass  Park  and  the 
south  side  near  the  gymnasium  at  James 
Lick  were  both  vandalized  with  lots  of 
very  prominent  graffiti."  Kleczewska 
.said.  "The  Friends"  effort  was  to  inform 
people  about  what  they  can  do  to  prevent 
vandalism  — especially  those  people  in 
the  areas  that  are  hit  most  often  " 

The  Voice  also  got  a  call  from  Dolores 
Street  resident  Joanna  Signer,  who  said 
that  a  friend  had  had  his  van  window 
blown  out.  apparently  by  BB  shots,  the 
night  of  Aug.  5.  That  was  not  so  remark- 
able, she  admitted,  but  when  she  and  her 
friend  drove  down  Dolores  from  15th  to 
24th  the  next  morning,  they  discovered 
1 3  cars  that  had  also  been  viclimized  by  a 
passing  sharpshooter. 

From  his  perch  at  Shufat  Market  on 
24th  Street  near  Church.  James  Olmer 
slates  emphatically  that  "graffiti  is 
increasing."  The  bus  shelter  in  front  of 
his  store  is  hit  almost  daily,  he  says,  and 
the  public  telephone  on  the  corner  has 
had  to  be  replaced  at  least  10  times. 

At  the  Coin-Op  Laundry  across  the 
street,  attendant  Rick  Rubenslein  reports 
that  the  wall  on  the  Church  Street  side 
was  hit  twice  in  July  and  repainted  — once 
by  him.  with  help  from  anti-graffiti  cru- 
sader Fred  Meihner.  and  once  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works. 

With  a  touch  of  disiilusionmeni. 
Rubenslein  tells  of  a  woman  customer 
who  saw  three  fellows  deface  a  wall  and 
drive  off  in  a  red  sports  car.  Did  she  call 
the  police?  "Nope."  he  says.  "I  guess  she 
was  one  <if  those  people  who  don't  like  to 
get  involved." 

Getting  involved  can  make  a  differ- 
ence, says  Noe  Valley  beat  officer  Lois 
Perillo.  She  urges  anyone  who  sees  a 
crime  in  progress  — and  this  includes 
graffiti  vandalism  — to  call  911.  giving  as 
precise  a  description  of  the  location  and 
suspect  as  possible.  To  report  a  crime 


after  the  fact,  call  553-0123. 

Unlike  Olmer.  Perillo  sees  some  signs 
of  improvement  in  the  local  graffiti  war. 
She  says  she  is  "slowly  but  surely  bear- 
ing" down  on  one  gang  of  writers  — a 
young  girl  and  the  rest  young  males  from 
12  to  20  years  old."  identifying  the  tags 
and  the  taggers  and  contacting  parents  to 
enlist  their  help. 

But  Noe  Valley  residents  themselves 
could  have  the  greatest  impact,  she  says, 
by  making  a  serious  effort  to  paint  out  the 
blots  immediately.  "Graffiti  is  an  expres- 
sion of  people  who  want  to  be  seen,"  and 
if  graffiti-writers  can't  make  their  mark  a 
lasting  one.  they'll  give  up  and  go  else- 
where, she  says. 

City  residents  might  be  interested  to 
know  that  a  worker  from  DPW's  Anti- 
Graffiti  Program  (695-2059)  will  come 
out  and  paint  over  graffiti  on  private 
properly,  if  you  supply  the  paint  or  "if 
you  don't  mind  our  two  colors,  Navajo 
White  or  Graffiti  Grey."  says  supervisor 
Dale  Thorpe.  Thorpe  notes,  however, 
that  his  severely  strapped  budget  allows 
for  "only  one  person  on  one  day- 
Monday— to  paint  out  graffiti  all  around 
the  city,"  so  callers  can  expect  a  wait, 

Joe  demons,  community  liaison  offi- 
cer at  Mission  Station,  says  the  police 
currently  have  no  suspects  in  either  the 
BB-gun  or  library  incidents.  But  he 
agrees  with  Officer  Perillo  that  the  best 
way  to  fend  off  future  attacks  is  to 
"report  any  and  every  kind  of  crime, 
especially  "boosts'  [the  police  term  for 
automobile  break-ins].  It's  important 
because  we  keep  stats  in  a  green-faced 
computer  downtown  that  end  up  deter- 
mining how  many  police  officers  are 
assigned  to  a  certain  area."  he  says. 

Clemons  reminds  Noe  Valley  residents 
that  ""it  takes  all  of  five  minutes  if  on  your 
way  to  work  you  stop  by  Mission  Sta- 
tion —  open  24  hours  a  day.  I  ike  a  7-11  — 
and  make  a  report,"  The  station  is 
located  at  1240  Valencia  between  23rd 
and  24th  streets.  □

She  is  skeptical  about  some  of  the 
claims  made  by  the  authors  of  popular 
psychology  books,  especially  the  often- 
repeated  statement  that  95  percent  ot^ 
American  taniihes  are  dystunclional.  "11 
il  really  is  95  percent,  then  that's  the 
norm,  and  it's  not  dysfunctional.  It's  how 
our  society  is  functioning."" 

As  Dumas  sees  it.  our  nation's  skewed 
sense  ol  values  is  behind  many  of  our 
psychological  problems.  Money  and  eco- 
nomic success  are  glorified  to  such  an 
extent  thai  people  lend  to  overlook  the 
moments  that  really  make  life  enjoyable. 

"Whatever  happened  to  savoring  a 
meal  with  your  boyfriend  or  husband' 
Whatever  happened  to  hanging  around 
with  friends?  People  don't  even  cook  any- 
more, and  they  have  no  time  for  each 
other."  said  Dumas. 

A  high-stress  lifestyle  is  also  bound  to 
cause  psychological  problems,  just  the 
way  a  bad  environment  causes  physical 
illness.  "We  live  a  very  cosmopolitan 
existence  here  in  the  city,  but  it's  a  rat 
race  and  people  get  burned  out."  Dumas 
nt>ted. 

Some  recognize  the  need  to  ease  ten- 
sion in  their  lives,  so  they  sign  up  for 
exercise  or  meditation  classes.  But  too 
often  that  means  a  further  tightening  of 
an  already  too-busy  calendar,  which 
causes  even  more  stress,  Dumas  said. 

Others  search  out  the  sense  of  belong- 
ing and  family  that  is  so  often  missing  in 
a  city.  "That's  why  people  m(we  to  Noe 
Valley.  It's  like  creatmg  a  township.  They 
can  go  hang  out  around  the  coffee  shops 
or  in  the  street  and  talk  to  people,"  said 
Dumas. 

Moon,  who  practices  on  Myrtle  Street 
(near  Japantown)  but  has  several  Noc 
Valley  clients,  sees  therapy  as  a  good 
way  "to  help  people  gain  the  self-esteem 
they  need  to  make  contact  with  others, 
and  eventually  to  make  contact  with  one 
person  in  particular "

serious  emotional  problems,  to  very  "to- 
gether" people  who  want  more  self- 
awarcncss,  Like  the  other  two  therapists. 
Hearn  is  bothered  by  the  loneliness  she 
sees  in  her  practice. 

She  points  out  that  when  a  child  suffers 
from  loneliness,  the  damage  to  the  psyche 
often  lasts  a  lileliine.  "I  can't  think  ot 
anyone  I  see  who  didn't  feel  pretty  much 
abandoned  as  a  child."  said  Hearn,  "I'm 
not  saying  there  is  a  cause  and  effect 
here,  but  I  dehnitely  see  a  correlation.  " 

This  isolation  during  childhood  stimc- 
times  manifests  itself  in  adulthood  as 
agoraphobia,  the  fear  of  going  outside 
certain  boundaries — whether  they  be 
that  of  a  house,  a  neighborhood,  or  a 
town.  Interestingly  enough.  Hearn  said, 
the  boundaries  seem  to  vary  according  to 
gender.  "With  men.  the  boundary  is  usu- 
ally larger— an  entire  city,  for  instance. 
With  women,  it's  more  severe,  more  cir- 
cumscribed." 

Phobias  can  be  cured,  as  can  addic- 
tions. an.\ieties.  or  any  type  of  compul- 
sive behavior  But  it  takes  a  lot  of  work, 
and  often  many  hours  of  self-examination, 
said  Hearn.  In  the  meantime.  Hearn  tries 
to  help  her  clients  live  as  happy  an  exis- 
tence as  pnssible. 

"Maybe  they  won't  feel  perfect."  she 
adds.  "But  nobody  is  perfect,  and  I  don  l 
see  why  they  can't  lead  full  lives  and  be 
able  to  do  what  they  w;ini  "  Q 


Whether  the  problem  is  loneliness,  ad- 
diction, stress,  or  low  self-esteem.  Moon 
says  she  has  seen  excellent  results  com- 
bining psychotherapy  with  hypnotherapy 
and  relaxation  techniques. 

Ninety-five  percent  of  her  clients  are 
women,  and  a  good  percentage  of  those 
are  lesbians.  Even  in  a  city  like  San  Fran- 
cisco, it  can  be  painful  to  live  openly  as 
a  lesbian,  she  said.  ""The  lesbian  lifestyle 
is  stil!  not  embraced  by  society.  Society 
is  mean  to  people  who  don't  fit." 

Many  of  Moon's  clients  are  single 
women  in  their  30s.  and  she  has  noticed 


a  change  in  the  last  decade  in  the  way 
they  handle  their  problems.  No  longer  do 
they  wait  for  a  mate  or  some  other  outside 
power  to  come  in  and  take  charge  of  their 
happiness. 

"More  and  more.  I'm  seeing  women 
who  are  aware  they're  going  to  have  to 
take  care  of  their  own  lives.  I'm  seeing 
women  who  look  at  their  lives  with  an 
overview  of  where  they're  headed,"  she 
said.

new  position.  "I  think  it  brings  vitality 
and  vigor  to  the  job." 

Matthews  says  he  is  still  familiarizing 
himself  with  the  curricula  at  Alvarado 
and  is  as  yet  uncertain  about  what 
changes  he  may  want  to  make.  What  he 
has  seen  of  the  school  convinces  him  that 
he  will  want  to  "continue  the  richness 


that  is  already  there." 

From  parents  and  teachers  Matthews 
says  he  has  heard  many  posiiive  things 
about  Alvarado,  one  of  several  city 
schools  that  receives  special  desegrega- 
tion funds  in  order  to  implement  an  accel- 
erated learning  program.  He  regards  the 
faculty  as  "hard-working  and  commit- 
ted." and  is  "excited  about  working  with 
them," 

Matthews  says  he  has  studied  the  stu- 
dents' academic  test  scores  at  Alvarado 
and  observed  steady  growth  over  the  past 
few  years.  His  goal  is  to  continue  thai 
progress  and  to  help  build  student  self- 
esteem  at  the  same  time. 

"It  is  critical  that  students  feel  good 
about  themselves,"  he  says,  noting  thai  a 
positive  self-image  and  academic  excel- 
lence go  hand  in  hand. 

Matthews,  who  is  married  with  two 
children  and  lives  in  the  Richmond  Dis- 
trict, says  he  has  wanted  to  be  an  edu- 
cator all  his  life.  Whether  it's  at  Alvarado 
or  someplace  else,  he  hopes  to  find  a 
school  where  he'H  be  able  to  stay  long 
enough  to  have  an  impact.

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Alvarado 
Dedicates 
Memorial  to 
Two  Teachers

In  honor  of  Martha  Sanders  and  Jcan- 
netle  Miller,  two  teachers  who  died 
within  the  past  two  years,  the  students, 
their  parents,  and  staff  at  Alvarado 
School  have  created  a  memorial  at  the 
school's  front  entrance  on  Douglass 
Street  near  23rd, 

Sanders  taught  first  and  second  grade 
at  Alvarado  for  the  entire  25  years  of  her 
teaching  career.  She  is  remembered  as 
being  an  extremely  dedicated  teacher 
who  loved  children.  She  was  willing  to 
lake  on  any  assignment  that  came  her 
way.  making  it  highly  enjoyable  for  the 
children  as  well  as  a  good  learning  ex- 
perience. Her  mother  was  also  a  frequent 
volunteer  in  Sanders*  classroom. 

Miller,  who  taught  a  fourth-  and  fifth- 
grade  combination  class  for  three  years, 
is  remembered  for  her  deep  appreciation 
of  nature,  a  love  she  shared  with  her 
students.  She  took  her  classes  on  yearly 
overnight  camping  trips  to  Slide  Ranch 
in  Marin,  and  made  her  schoolroom  vi- 
brant with  objects  from  nature. 

Both  women  were  in  their  early  50s. 
and  both  died  of  cancer. 

Last  spring,  students,  parents,  and  staff 
ctintributed  nearly  S700  to  create  an  out- 
door visual  tribute  to  the  two  teachers. 
The  first  phase  of  the  memorial  project 
was  dedicated  in  June. 

It  consists  of  a  gingko  tree  planted  to 
the  left  of  the  school  s  main  entrance,  in 
front  of  a  7'/:-foot  mural  depicting  a 
Hying  crane — the  Japanese  symbol  of 
peace — soaring  through  a  bright  blue 
sky  A  plaque  bearing  the  inscription  "In 


Resource  teacher  Marlynn  Lancel(Mti. 
who  contacted  the  Vhicc  about  the  proj- 
ect, headed  a  committee  to  determine  the 
memorial  concept,  then  looked  to  Thomp- 
son Ibr  inspiration  and  executi<m. 

"We  wanted  to  do  something  simple 
that  would  be  effective."  said  Thompson. 
"We  thought  about  how  the  gingko  tree 
would  look  in  the  fall  with  bright  yellow 
leaves,  and  we  worked  around  that. ' 

According  to  Kendra  Key.  parent  of 
two  Alvarado  students  and  the  school's 
art  paraprofessional.  all  of  the  children 
had  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  the 
memorial  project  through  a  special  ser- 
vice held  at  the  close  of  the  school  year, 

"We  had  a  brief  ceremony  in  front  of 
the  memorial."  Key  said.  "Many  children 
could  say  things  that  they  remembered 
about  Martha  and  Jeannette.  You  could 
see  how  much  they  liked  the  memorial  ," 

Lancelotti  says  another  mural  will  he 
painted  and  a  gingko  tree  planted  on  the 
right  side  of  the  school  entrance  this  fall, 
finishing  the  memorial  project.  □

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Fobbo — A  Gallery  for  All  Reasons

Think  of  a  salon  in  Paris  in  the  1920s. 
Pablo  Picasso.  Gertrude  Slein,  and  F' 
Scoll  Fitzgerald  have  all  gathered  at  a 
Left  Bank  studio  to  discuss  the  latest 
painting  by  Miro  or  Klee  A  furious  con- 
versation rages  over  the  significance  of 
the  latest  artistic  movement,  the  meaning 
of  a  particular  painting,  the  relationship 
of  art  to  life.  It's  the  height  of  artistic 
fashion. 

Now  transfer  this  scene  to  Noe  Valley 
in  the  1990s,  At  Fobbo  Gallery,  a  small 
gallery  on  the  corner  of  23rd  and  Chat- 
tanooga streets,  art  critics,  connoisseurs, 
and  local  residents  have  come  together  to 
discuss  the  merits  of  a  would-be  Dali, 
the  newest  trend  in  late  20th-century  art, 
or  the  rising  tide  of  public  censorship  in 
the  arts. 

That's  the  dream  of  the  two  ambitious 
and  determined  women  who  own  Fobbo 
Gallery — to  create  an  artistic  salon  in 
the  neighborhood,  where  people  can 
congregate  not  only  to  view  art.  but  also 
to  sit  down  and  talk  about  it. 

"I  want  to  create  the  place,"  says  co- 
owner  Kathy  Anderson,  "where  people 
feel  comfortable  with  each  other,  and 
with  the  space  and  the  art — where 
people  come  because  they  know  they're 
going  to  get  to  talk  about  art." 

Anderson  notes  that  in  loo  many  gal- 
leries, browsers  feel  intimidated  by  the 


elitist  atmosphere,  as  well  as  the  limited 
accessibility  of  gallery  owners  and  artists 

Al  Fobbo  (pronounced  like  '"Bob-o"), 
Anderson  and  her  partner.  Tessa  Spring- 
er, are  usually  around  to  discuss  art  with 
casual  viewers,  as  well  as  potential 
clients.  They  also  require  any  artist 
whose  work  is  on  display  to  come  in 
once  a  week,  to  be  available  to  the  public, 

Fobbo  Gallery  seeks  out  emerging  art- 
ists who  have  just  reached  the  point  in 
their  careers  where  they  have  accumu- 
lated a  viable  body  of  work.  Many  of 
these  artists — most  of  whom  live  in  the 
Bay  Area — are  still  struggling  to  make  a 
living  from  their  art.  but  all  are  commit- 
ted to  their  work. 

Anderson  and  Springer  characterize 
the  majority  of  the  pieces  they  have 
shown  as  contemporary,  emotional,  dar- 
ing, expressionistic.  and.  at  times,  "dif- 
ficult to  look  at,"  But  they  also  exhibit 
decorative  or  "pretty"  work,  they  say. 

The  two  women  want  not  only  to  help 
new  artists  in  their  careers,  but  also  to 
encourage  novice  art  collectors,  particu- 
larly those  who  cannot  afford  to  .spend  a 
great  deal  of  money.  "There's  no  mythol- 
ogy about  collecting  art,"  says  Springer. 
"A  person  should  have  something  beauti- 
ful that  touches  them." 

To  that  end,  the  gallery  functions  as  a 
resource  for  affordable  art.  And  Fobbo 
tries  to  make  the  process  as  financially 
painless  as  possible,  by  offering  payment 


plans  without  interest,  and  a  rent-to-own 
program,  Anderson  wants  people  to  know 
that  although  she  is  selling  art.  she 
doesn't  go  in  for  the  hard  sell,  "People 
have  lo  realize  what  it  is  they  like  and  feel 
comfortable  with."  she  says. 

Given  the  astronomical  sums  of  mon- 
ey that  art  can  fetch  elsewhere,  prices  are 
relatively  low  at  Fobbo,  ranging  from 
$250  lo  S2.000  per  piece.  Even  that  may 
seem  like  a  lot  of  money,  but  it  really 
isn't,  contends  Anderson — not  if  buyers 
consider  the  number  of  hours  that  an  art- 
ist puts  into  a  painting  or  sculpture. 

Both  Anderson  and  Springer  say  the 
cost  of  art  has  shot  up  dramatically  in  the 
last  few  years,  mostly  because  of  the 
growing  presence  of  rich  collectors  who 
regard  art  merely  as  another  acquisition. 
But,  adds  Anderson  optimistically,  if  too 
much  art  disappears  into  the  vaults  of  the 
wealthy,  "We"  II  just  make  new  art." 

Anderson.  35.  opened  Fobbo  Gallery 
in  1987.  after  leaving  Boston  a  few  years 
earlier,  determined  to  "break  out  of  the 
East  Coast  influence  "  A  nurse  by  profes- 
sion, she  began  studying  theater  and  art, 
and  soon  developed  an  interest  in  per- 
formance art.  which  incorporates  theater 
and  the  visual  arts.  She  describes  her 
work  as  "painting  on  stage,"  and  has  pro- 
duced several  performance  art  pieces  a( 
the  gallery. 

It  was  after  a  trip  to  Europe  that  Ander- 
son realized  what  she  really  wanted  was

to  open  a  gallery,  in  the  hopes  of  satisfy- 
ing her  love  of  both  theater  and  the  visual 
arts.  She  chanced  upon  the  Fobbo  space, 
which  had  previously  housed  a  tapestry 
workshop  and  an  artists'  studio,  and 
made  the  plunge, 

A  former  collector  of  antique  pocket 
watches,  Anderson  took  the  name  of  the 
gallery  from  the  word  fob — the  chain  on 
the  old  watches.  The  rear  of  Fobbo  Gal- 
lery also  serves  as  Anderson's  home. 

Although  the  gallery  has  had  at  least 
25  exhibits  m  the  past  three  years,  ii  still 
does  not  support  itself,  and  Anderson 
cites  enormous  production  costs,  as  well 
as  fluctuating  sales,  as  factors.  Art  is  a 
"non-necessary  product."  she  notes,  and 
it's  one  of  the  first  things  people  will  do 
without  in  lough  economic  times. 

In  order  lo  help  pay  her  own  bills, 
Anderson  not  long  ago  returned  to  nurs- 
ing. She  sees  a  strong  connection  be- 
tween her  job  at  a  methadone  clinic  and 
her  devotion  to  the  arts.  In  both  fields, 
she  says,  humanistic  issues  and  concerns 
play  a  large  role,  She  has  also  noticed 
that  many  of  the  current  themes  in  San 
Francisco  artists*  works  derive  from  the 
AIDS  crisis,  with  its  necessary  focus  on 
death,  dying,  and  sexuality  A  recent  Fob- 
bo show  featured  the  fiery  phallic  image- 
ry of  surrealist  painter  Carter  Norback.

Springer,  a  painter  m  her  own  right,  in 
1988,  The  iwti  had  been  friends  for  a  long 
time,  and  Springer  had  exhibited  her 
work  at  Fobbo.  Springer"liked  the  whole 
energy  of  the  gallery,"  and  shared  "the 
same  aesthetic"  with  Anderson.  The  two 
say  they  complement  each  other  in  the 
day-to-day  operation  of  the  gallery,  with 
Anderson  tending  to  paper  wt^rk,  and 
Springer  in  charge  of  the  exhibit  space. 

Originally  from  the  island  of  Trinidad. 
Springer,  30,  has  been  drawing  since  she 
was  3,  and  selling  her  paintings  since  her 
teens.  After  having  made  a  livmg  for  a 
couple  of  years  in  her  native  country, 
selling  "formula"  landscapes,  she  de- 
cided she  wanted  to  formally  study  art. 
She  came  to  San  Francisco,  thinking  all 
California  weather  was  warm,  and 
studied  al  the  College  of  Arts  and  Crafts 
in  Oakland. 

Springer  still  paints  landscapes,  but 
her  style  has  evolved  into  dreamscapes. 
with  images  drawn  from  her  actual 
dreams.  She  paints  in  intense  "pure"  col- 
ors, not  using  black  or  white,  and  asserts 
that  she  is  not  interested  in  being  contem- 
porary or  trendy.  Her  goal,  she  adds,  is 
"to  have  the  ability  to  execute  the  emo- 
tions of  what  I'm  trying  to  convey  on 
canvas,  whether  it  be  abstract  or  very 
realistic." 

When  not  painting.  Springer  does  in- 
terior design,  color  consulting,  and  home 
renovation.  She  has  also  worked  as  an  art 
therapist. 

One  of  Anderson  and  Springer's  chief 
priorities  is  the  organizing,  or  curating. 
of  individual  shows.  They  want  to  pre- 
sent each  artist's  work  in  a  manner  de- 
signed to  make  the  art  readable  and  ac- 
cessible, in  order  lo  best  "cultivate  the 
relationship  between  the  audience  and 
the  artist." 

They  also  would  like  to  ensure  that  all 
manner  of  expression  prevails  in  their 


shows,  and  in  art  in  general.  Anderson 
and  Springer  see  censorship  as  one  of  the 
chiel  threats  facing  art  itiday.  They  are 
particularly  worried  about  the  obscenity 
charges  that  were  recently  leveled  against 
a  Cincinnati  museum  for  exhibiting  the 
photographs  of  the  late  Robert  Mapple- 
thorpe,  as  well  as  proposed  legislation  to 
withhold  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  funding  from  so-called  obscene  or 
pornographic  artists. 

"No  one  should  have  the  right  to  cen- 
sor art."  says  Anderson,  "just  because  it 
shows  a  body  part  in  it." 

Does  the  art  Fobbo  exhibits  represent 
a  particular  artistic  movement?  Springer 
thinks  not,  "In  1990,"  she  says,  "art  can't 
help  but  be  derivative.  But  the  creative 
artist  does  have  new  ways  of  saying  the 
same  thing — that's  what  makes  Itheir  art] 
contemporary" 

In  the  future.  Anderson  would  like  to 
enlarge  the  rather  limited  Fobbo  space, 
host  more  salons,  and  stage  more  per- 
formance art  pieces.  She  also  hopes  to 
sell  enough  paintings  so  that  she  and 
Springer  can  eliminate  their  second  jobs 
and  concentrate  more  on  the  gallery.  Her 
ultimate  goal  is  to  see  Fobbo  artists  "suc- 
ceed and  grow — to  have  some  measure 
of,  if  not  fame,  success." 

Fobbo  is  currently  featuring  the  work 
of  mixed  media  artist  Miriam  Tinguely. 
through  Sept.  15.  From  Sept-  22  through 
Nov.  3,  the  gallery  will  display  the  oil 
and  acrylic  paintings  of  Long  Nguyen, 
Hours  are  from  noon  to  5  p.m. .  Wednes- 
day through  Saturday.  Fobbo.  located  at 
3727  23rd  St..  also  rents  out  space  for 
parties  and  other  events.  For  more  infor-

Brings  the 
Blues  to  S.F. 
For  18th  Year

There's  a  little  white  shrine  to  the  blues 
on  J  bookshelf  in  Tom  Ma//olini\  Hill 
Street  house.  The  rounder  ot  the  S;tn 
Franeisco  Blues  Festival  brought  il  back 
Irom  a  pil«rimaj!c  to  RollinL:  Forks,  Miss., 
the  Delta  hometown  ol  legendary  guitar- 
ist Muddy  Waters,  last  full. 

"i  was  right  on  the  edge  ot  the  cotton 
fields,  so  I  reached  over  and  picked  off  a 
piece  of  cotton."  explains  Maz/olini.  who 
sounds  and  looks  more  like  an  Italian 
religious  scholar  than  a  funky  blues  man. 

"Il  was  kind  of  spiritual  in  a  way.  like 
going  to  the  Holy  Land,  because  this  is 
where  what  came  to  be  post-war  Chicago 
blues  began.  On  those  back  roads,  you 
really  get  the  feeling  of  the  blues,  back  to 
the  '20s  and  '30s.  when  a  lot  of  this 
music  began  to  formulate  in  recording 
careers  and  regional  styles." 

His  creation  of  the  Blues  Festival  in 
1973  was  part  of  a  resuscitation  of  the 
blues,  after  the  form  had  been  absorbed 
into,  and  eclipsed  by,  jazz  and  rock  'n' 
roll.  Mazzolini,  horn  in  Chicago  but 
raised  here,  had  been  a  politically  active 
student  at  San  Francisco  State,  with  a 
special  interest  in  the  history  of  the 
South. 

During  the  late  '60s.  he  remembers, 
"It  was  all  starling  to  break  wide  open. 
You  had  Bloomfield.  Butterfield.  and 
Musselwhite — all  those  parts  of  the 
Chicago  blues  scene — and  the  record 
companies  in  Chicago,  such  as  Chess,  all 
began  to  orient  their  recordings  toward  a 
new  market:  white  and  young,  the  people 
who  were  starting  to  go  to  rock  concerts." 

Alongside  the  psychedelic ized  rock 
acts,  Bay  Area  blues  venues  such  as  the 
Fillmore,  Avalon.  New  Orleans  House, 
and  Freight  &  Salvage,  were  starting  to 
book  the  acts  of  Muddy  Waters.  Albert 
and  B.B.  King,  and  Lightnin'  Hopkins, 
whose  blues  licks  had  been  adopted  by 
rock  guitarists. 

Mazzolini  played  at  playing  the  guitar, 
but  soon  realized  that.  "It  was  more  fun 
to  write  about  it  and  produce  it," 

He  and  his  wife,  Velma  Kingsbury,

purchased  their  Hill  Street  home  in  1970. 
"I  think  Noe  Valley  was  an  area  for 
Haight-Ashbury  people  to  flock  to  when 
the  Haight  got  carried  away,"  he  says,  '"It 
was  the  new  Bohemia,  in  a  sense." 

Since  that  time,  he  has  penned  scores 
of  articles  on  the  blues,  often  drawing 
upon  information  m  liner  notes  from  the 
hundreds  of  albums  he  has  collected.  He 
has  been  published  locally  in  the  under- 
ground Phoenix,  as  well  as  in  European 
magazines,  and  has  written  obituaries  for 
Rollinf>  Stone,  keeping  track  of  the  di- 
minishing ranks  of  old  blues  men. 

With  a  $500  Neighborhood  Arts  Coun- 
cil grant.  Mazzolini  staged  his  first  Blues 
Festival  at  the  University  of  California 
Extension  gymnasium  in  February  of  1973, 
"I'd  begun  to  research  the  indigenous 
blues  scene  here,"  he  says,  "and  I  found 
a  lot  of  the  originals:  Jimmy  McCracklm. 
K.C,  Douglas.  L-C  'Good  Rockin"  Rob- 
inson." He  mvited  them,  along  with  scores 
of  younger  and  older  performers,  to  play 
the  two-day  festival,  eniceed  by  San 
Francisco  Examiner  critic  Phil  Elwood. 

"It  was  chaotic,  because  I'd  had  no 
experience  whatsoever,"  Mazzolini  re- 
calls. "The  facility  legally  held  600  peo- 


ple, and  we  had  maybe  1. 100  squeezed 
in,  and  more  trying  to  get  in.  ,  . .  It  was 
obvious  there  was  an  audience  out  there  " 

The  festival  remained  popular  and 
free-of-charge  during  its  (irst  10  years. 
After  the  first  year,  it  was  held  in  the 
band  shell  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  and  a 
couple  of  years  and  thousands  of  new 
fans  later,  moved  to  McLaren  Park  near 
the  Daly  City  border. 

"That  amphitheater  was  beautiful,  but 
the  place  was  a  disaster,"  says  Mazzolini. 
"We  didn't  have  much  money.  At  one 
pomt,  in  the  middle  of  a  performance, 
the  pianist  hit  a  note  and  the  key  flew  off 
the  piano! 

"But  the  audiences  were  sympathetic, 
it  was  emotional,  and  the  musicians  were 
the  real  thing." 

Such  future  stars  as  Robert  Cray,  the 
Fabulous  Thunderbirds,  and  Stevie  Ray 
Vaughn  made  auspicious  appearances. 

The  festival  was  eventually  allowed  to 
return  to  Golden  Gate  Park,  alongside  an 
exhibition  ai  the  De  Young  Museum  of 
the  artifacts  of  Tutankhamen.  "Phil  El- 
wood  wrote  a  column  saying.  The  na- 
tional treasures  of  Egypt  and  America 
are  going  to  be  right  next  loeach  other."" 


Mazzolini  notes.  "But  the  park  people 
said  we  had  too  many  people,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  Opera  in  the  Park  attracted 
30,000  people  every  year." 

Mazzolini  grew  a  little  tired  of  having 
to  beg  for  funds  and  a  permanent  home. 
"The  Arts  Commission,  the  powers  that 
be.  never  really  gave  a  damn."  he  la- 
ments. "|The  festival]  was  already  de- 
veloping a  national  reputation,  we  were 
beginning  to  bring  performers  from  L  A. 
and  Chicago  and  the  Pacific  Northwest, 
and  there  was  excellent  media  exposure, 
Bui  nobody  from  the  Arts  Commission 
came  out  to  look  at  the  show,  and  there 
was  never  any  city  input  

"It  was  always  my  dream  that,  while 
we  had  the  opera,  the  symphony,  and  the 
ballet  all  under  the  aegis  of  the  city,  that 
we  could  have  a  blues  festival  be  part  of 
this  as  well," 

Instead,  the  city  cut  the  festival  loose 
in  1980,  using  the  excuse  of  declining 
national  and  state  support. 

"That  was  a  real  trying  time  for  me. 
because  I  had  to  make  the  jump  from  a 
free  event  to  charging  for  it,"  says  Maz-

/olini.  "Bui  we  went  out  to  Fort  Mason, 
and  it  just  took  off.  For  the  first  time,  we 
had  a  permanent  location  that  was  in  the 
heart  of  the  city,  accessible,  with  a  beau- 
tiful view  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  and 
ii  was  also  pari  of  an  arts  complex," 

Through  the  *80s,  Mazzolini  refined 
his  ability  to  balance  his  bookings  be- 
tween older  and  younger  performers, 
various  instruments,  and  various  styles, 
so  as  lo  avoid  the  monotonous,  brain- 
hammering  syndrome  associated  with 
the  blues.  "You  have  lo  choose  your  art- 
ists so  that  they  represent  every  incre- 
ment of  the  music,  so  that  when  you're 
sitting  out  there  in  the  audience,  you're 
not  going  to  get  hit  over  the  head  with  the 
same  thing  again  and  again,"  he  says. 

Nowadays  Mazzolini  hnds  that  "the 
blues  are  just  growing  by  leaps  and 
bounds.  It's  where  country  music  once 
was,  It  has  become  part  of  a  .style  of 
American  music,  rather  than  just  being 
this  sort  of  disdained  underground  ele- 
ment.

"There  are  a  lot  of  blues  festivals  now." 
he  continues,  noting  that  the  San  Fran- 
cisco event  was  one  of  only  about  three 


at  the  time  of  its  origin.  "It  has  really 
become  a  business.  You  have  agencies,  in- 
ternational markets,  a  year-round  process 
of  touring — and  a  lot  of  money  to  be  made 
for  the  artists  and  for  the  promoters." 

An  unfortunate  side  effect  is  the  rising 
cost  of  talent-  "John  Lee  Hooker  won  the 
Grammy  Award,  with  Bonnie  Raitt.  for 
The  Healer,  and  overnight  his  costs  went 
up.  I  can't  even  tell  you  how  much.  He 
deserves  it.  because  the  man  has  been 
out  there  for  years,  but  it's  unlikely  I  can 
afford  to  book  him  anymore," 

Nonetheless.  Mazzolini  has  plenty  to 
draw  you  to  the  Great  Meadow  at  Fort 
Mason  on  Sept.  15  and  16.  "There's  Ruth 
Brown,  one  of  the  great  stars  of  the  '50s. 
who  went  into  obscurity  and  came  out  to 
do  a  Broadway  play  [Black  ami  Blue. 
1979]  and  win  aTony  Award.  We're  bring- 
ing in  Johnny  Otis,  who's  pushing  70  and 
has  been  in  the  business  since  1939. 
We've  got  Katie  Webster,  who  is  one  of 
the  top  four  women  in  the  business  and  a 
great  boogie-woogie  piano  player,  a  teen- 
age street  band  from  New  Orleans  (the 
Rebirth  Brass  Band],  and  an  80-year-old 
mandolin  player  [Yank  Rachell]  ' 

The  great  state  of  Louisiana  will  be 
present  in  the  persons  of  Buckwheat 
Zvdeco.  and  Wayne  Toups  &  Zydecajun. 


Other  treats  Include  one-time  San  Fran- 
ciscan Charlie  Musselwhite.  and  veteran 
Albert  Collins  and  the  Icebreakers. 

The  rebirth  of  the  blues  keeps  Mazzo- 
lini occupied.  He's  in  constant  demand 
by  movie  studios  to  recommend  blues 
artists,  having  landed  Brownie  McGhee 
his  vital  role  in  Angel  Heart,  and  helped 
Oliver  Stone  with  the  casting  for  his  up- 
coming film  about  the  Doors.  And  he 
produces  an  annual  Battle  of  the  Har- 
monicas, plus  a  European  blues  tour. 

When  Mazzolini  can  find  the  time,  he 
drops  down  the  hill  to  catch  blues  acts  at 
the  First  Ining  bar  on  24th  Street.  "It's 
still  hand-to-mouth.  "  he  claims — but  he 
has  to  admit  that  there  are  more  mouths 
singing  the  blues  these  days  than  ever, 
and  a  little  more  for  ihem  to  hold  on  to. 

This  year's  San  Francisco  Blues  Festi- 
val will  be  held  on  Saturday  and  Sunday. 
Sept.  15  and  16.  and  will  run  from  1 1 :30 
a,m.  to  6  p.m.  each  day.  at  Fort  Mason's 
Great  Meadow.  Tickets  are  $12.50  in  ad- 
vance. $15  at  the  door,  or  $20  for  a  two- 
day  advance  ticket.  Free  parking  will  be 
available  at  Crissy  Field,  with  shuttle  van 
service  lo  the  event.  Call  Mazzolini  at

It's  Fair  to  Say  There's  a 
Neighborhood  Called  Fairmount 


By  Larry  Beresford 

Travel  just  a  few  blocks  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  you  often  end  up  in  another 
district  orneifrhborhood.  The  city's  many 
small  neii:hborhood's  overlap,  and  resi- 
dents of  different  generations  may  use  a 
variety  of  names  to  identify  the  same 
place.  Take,  for  example,  the  area  that 
lies  between  Noe  Valley  and  Glen  Park, 
with  its  quiet,  curving  streets  and  pan- 
oramic views  of  downtown. 

This  mini-neighborhood— which  be- 
gins just  south  of  30th  Street,  the  custom- 
ary southern  boundary  of  Noe  Valley— is 
often  labeled  Glen  Park,  even  though 
Glen  Canyon  lies  many  blocks  further 
south,  at  the  west  end  of  Chenery  Street. 

Some  locals,  however,  call  it  the  Fair- 
mount,  the  same  name  as  the  primary 
school  at  Chenery  and  Randall  or  the 
plaza  at  the  top  of  Miguel  Street.  It  has 
also  been  called  Fairmount  Heights.  Fair- 
mount  Hill,  and  Fairmount  Circle,  as 
well  as  Lower  Diamond  Heights  and  Up- 
per Noe  Valley.  The  Fairmount  moniker 
is  not  used  by  everyone,  even  within  the 
neighborhood. 

Is  there  really  a  Fairmount?  If  so, 
where  is  it  located,  and  why  is  it  called 
Fairmount? 

Bradley  Innian,  who  writes  the  "Living 
In  .  .  column  on  Bay  Area  neighbor- 
hoods for  the  San  Francisco  Examiner. 


attempted  to  answer  these  questions  last 
year.  In  a  column  published  on  Sept.  24, 
1Q89,  Inman  describes  a  letter  from  a 
reader  urging  him  to  look  into  the  Fair- 
mount — and  his  subsequent  frustrations 
trying  to  check  it  out  with  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Board  of  Realtors,  the  city  library 
system,  the  Fairmount  Neighborhood  As- 
sociation. Fairmount  School's  principal, 
and  even  the  neighborhood  postal  carrier. 

Clare  Tamony.  who  was  born  68  years 
ago  on  Randall  Street  (one  block  south 
of.  and  parallel  to.  30th  Street),  has  al- 
ways lived  within  a  few  bkicks  of  that 
street,  and  says  she  never  heard  the  name 
Fairmount  District  while  growing  up — 
even  though  she  used  to  play  in  the  Fair- 
mount  School  playground. 

Ernie  Cereghino.  an  82-year-old  Cow 
Hollow  native  who  built  an  apartment 
building  on  Miguel  Street  (three  blocks 
south  of  30lh  Street)  40  years  ago.  also 
questitins  the  name  Fairmount,  Cereghino 
wears  a  hat  dubbing  him  the  "Mayor  ot 
Miguel  Street."  a  gift  from  a  friend  who 
noticed  how  Cereghino  is  always  sweep- 
ing the  sidewalk  and  reminding  neigh- 
bors to  move  their  cars  at  street  cleaning 
times. 

"This  is  Upper  Noc  Valley,"  he  says, 
standing  in  front  of  his  building  on  the 
north  side  of  Miguel.  "Across  the  street 
is  Diamond  Heights.  Walk  up  to  the 
I  Beacon  Street)  corner  and  that's  Dia-

mond  Heights,  too.  Glen  Park  is  over 
that  hiil."  he  says,  pointing  south,  "but 
Fairmount  Heights?  I  don't  know." 

Local  realtor  Susan  Nutter,  on  the 
other  hand,  operates  a  firm  called  Fair- 
mount  Properties  on  Harper  Street  (a 
two-block  street  between  Noe  and  San- 
chez, south  of  30th).  And  San  Francisco 
artist  Tamara  Rey  Patri,  who  co-organ- 
ized a  walking  tour  of  the  Fairmount  with 
architectural  historian  Judith  Lynch,  in- 
sists that  the  Fairmount  is  a  genuine 


neighborhood. 

"They  call  it  Glen  Park  but  it  isn't.  It's 
the  Fairmount."  she  says.  Patri  and 
Lynch  developed  their  Fairmount  walk-, 
ing  tour  to  commemorate  the  centennial 
of  Drewes  Market,  1706  Church  St, ,  which 
was  called  Fairmount  Market  when  it 
first  opened  in  1888, 

City  maps  dating  back  to  1864  show  a 
"Fairmount  Tract"  lying  between  what  is 
now  called  Noe  Valley  and  Glen  Park, 
within  Jose  de  Jesus  Noe's  Mexican  land 
grant,  Rancho  de  San  Miguel.  The  tract 
was  mostly  just  dairy  and  vegetable 
farms  in  those  days,  and  only  began 
filling  up  with  residential  housing  after 
the  1906  earthquake,  Fairmount  Plaza

was  designated  as  a  city  park  m  iS7t). 
although  today  it  is  not  much  more  than 
a  sleep.  irec-Mned  hillside  above  Miguel 
Street,  with  a  small  open  space  on  top. 
at  the  end  of  Everson  Street. 

As  the  streets  south  of  30lh  slope  up- 
ward, they  also  begin  to  curve,  becoming 
a  maze  of  narrow  twists  and  turns  that 
make  it  even  harder  to  determine  boun- 
daries. Inman  locates  the  Fairmouni  Dis- 
trict between  Fairmount,  Laidley,  30th. 
and  San  Jose  streets.  (San  Jose  Avenue, 
south  of  30th  Street,  follows  ihe  Bernal 
Cut.  which  was  dug  into  the  hillside  for 
the  original  Southern  Pacific  railroad  line 
to  San  Jose.) 

However,  a  map  in  Nutter's  real  estate 
newsletter.  A  Nutter  View,  expands  Fair- 
mount's  boundaries  to  Mateo  Street  on 
the  south,  and  to  Beacon.  Miguel,  and 
Bemis  streets  on  the  west. 

Patri,  while  giving  the  Voice  a  tour  of 
the  Fairmouni.  suggested  extending  the 
western  border  along  Beacon  to  Everson 
Street,  and  then  down  Fairmount  Plaza's 
cement  staircase  to  Bemis  Street.  Any- 
thing west  of  this  line,  she  says,  lies  in 
Diamond  Heights. 

Assuming  there  is  a  Fairmouni  Dis- 
trict, why  is  it  called  Fairmount'?  Was 
there  an  individual  named  Fair '  Or  does 
the  name  simply  acknowledge  the  ""fair" 
views  that  can  be  enjoyed  from  the  neigh- 
borhood's slopes?  The  latter  is  most 
likely  the  correct  answer. 

Unlike  Noe  Valley,  which  contains  many 
clusters  of  nearly  identical  Victorian  row 
houses  built  at  the  same  time,  the  Fair- 
mount  developed  in  piecemeal  fashion. 

"The  area  grew  slowly."  Patri  says. 
"Part  of  its  charm  is  that  it  wasn't  built 
all  at  once.  You  can  find  houses  built

quite  a  few  decades  apart  in  every  block  ." 

At  one  time,  dairies  such  as  the  Fair- 
mount  Dairy.  Snt>wdenhouse  Dairy,  and 
Del  Monte  Dairy,  all  located  off  30th 
Street  between  San  Jose  and  Sanchez, 
provided  milk  lor  the  booming  metropo- 
lis of  San  Francisco.  Patri  says  she 
tracked  down  a  40-year-old  newspaper 
article  about  Fairmouni  old-timers,  who 
fondly  recalled  the  delicious  smell  of 
grass  and  wildHowers.  and  the  sound  of 
cowbells,  on  Fairmounl's  slopes.  "It  must 
have  been  very  beautiful."  she  says. 

Development  of  the  Fairmount.  and 
Glen  Park  to  the  south,  was  accelerated 
by  the  1906  earthquake,  and  the  need  to 
quickly  replace  housing  destroyed  in  the 
fire.  Subsequent  photographs,  however, 
show  that  open  lots  in  the  Fairmouni 
were  filled  in  gradually.

Cereghino  has  two  photographs  of  up- 
per Miguel  Sirect  in  1941.  belore  that 
street  was  paved,  showing  about  half  as 
many  structures  as  there  are  loday.  Dia- 
mond Heights  was  largely  bare  until 
large-scale  development  began  there  in 
the  late  IQ50s. 

The  most  notorious  building  in  the 
Fairmount  is  the  Bell  Mansion  at  192-96 
Laidley  (see  Voice.  September  1985). 
This  grand,  three-story  Stick-slyte  man- 
sion, with  a  dramatic  mansard  rool.  was 
built  in  the  1870s  for  attorney  Thomas 
Poole.  It  was  later  bought  by  Theresa 
Bell,  a  protege  of  infamtius  San  Francisco 
madam  Mary  Ellen  "Mammy"  Pleas- 
ant and  the  widow  of  wealthy  indus- 
trialist Thomas  Bell,  who  died  under 
mysterious  circumstances  in  1892. 

Tamony  says  that  when  she  was  young. 


the  Bell  Mansion  was  called  "the  haunted 
house.  One  of  the  girls  I  went  lo  school 
with  lived  there.  She  was  strange." 
Tamony's  father  opened  another  old 
neighborhood  landmark.  Turner's  Gro- 
cery, at  Randall  and  Whitney  streets,  in 
1919.  and  t)peraied  it  for  45  years. 

The  wide  variety  of  other  structures  in 
ihc  Fairmount  range  from  homes  with 
eccentric  modern  designs  and  renova- 
tions, on  Laidley  Street,  to  small-scale 
Victorian  farmhouses  such  as  the  one  al 
220  Arlingtim  St. — obviously  built  at  a 
time  when  there  were  few  other  houses 
around. 

A  line  example  of  Bdwardian  flats,  al 
301  -21  Arlington,  was  built  by  Fernando 
Nelson,  the  legendary  contract{)r  who. 
along  with  his  sons,  built  over  4,000  San 
Francisco  houses.  The  first  ol  Nelson's 
constructions  is  also  located  in  the  Fair- 
mount,  a  plain  red  Italianate  at  407  30lh 
St  .  built  in  IS7(i  when  Nelson  was  just 
16  years  old 

The  Fairmouni  today  is  still  known  for 
it.s  views — a  fact  that  may  seem  sur- 
prising to  non-residents  because  the  ap- 
proach to  Fairmount  from  Noe  Vallcv  or 
Ihe  Mission  is  just  a  gradual  rise. 
Cereghino's  apartment  building  has  large 
decks  that  take  advantage  of  the  sweeping 
northwest  vista  from  Diamond  Heights, 
across  Noe  Valley  and  the  Mission,  lo 
Bernal  Heights,  with  the  San  Francisco 
skyline  and  the  Oakland  hills  beyond 

A  cabinetmaker  by  trade.  Cereghino 
used  to  teach  industrial  arts  at  Samuel 
Gompers  High  School  He  buill  ihe 
apartments  himself  with  the  help  of  a 
student  in  1950. 

"I  came  here  for  the  view."  he  says.  "Ai 
that  lime  the  skyline  was  all  flal  1  could 
see  Coit  Tower."  Today,  with  the  aid  of  a 
telescope,  he  says,  "If  it's  a  clear  and 
windy  night.  I  can  sometimes  read  the 
sign  on  Ihe  OuUand  Tribune  building  "  D

B.Y.O.B.  (Bring  Your  Own  Bag) 

Not  too  long  ago,  Safeway  Stores  began  encouraging  customers  to  reuse  their 
shopping  hags,  by  offering  5  cents  for  each  bag  (he  slorc  did  not  have  10 
supply.  Many  of  us  responded,  but  soon  found  that  the  fragility  of  the  bags 
did  not  allow  for  much  reuse.  In  spite  of  the  few  cents  gained,  there  were  defmite  losses. 

For  instance,  one  day  after  shopping,  when  I  stepped  onto  the  sidewalk,  the 
plastic  bag  split  open,  and  several  of  my  oranges  went  merrily  skipping  down  the 
steep  hill,  bouncing,  leaping  or  rolling  under  parked  cars.  I  watched  their  progress  as 
they  crossed  Church  Street,  then  Chattanooga,  on  past  Dolores,  and  over  the  crest  of 
the  hill.  out  of  sight,  where  it  was  all  downhill  to  Valencia. 

I  remember  another  day  when  a  loaded  paper  bag  tore  open  in  front  of  our 
house,  scattering  the  contents,  1  ran  every  which  way  gathering  the  runaways,  while 
some  workmen  across  the  street  laughed  heartily  and  pointed  to  items  hiding  in  the 
bushes.  A  bell  pepper  intended  for  (he  dinner  casserole  bounced  down  the  middle  of 
the  street  headed  for  Church  and  21st  just  as  a  young  man  on  a  bicycle  was  crossing 
the  intersection.  As  the  pepper  struck  his  rear  wheel,  the  lad  looked  around  in  alarm, 
as  if  searching  for  the  source  of  the  jolt,  but  seeing  nothing,  continued  on,  down 
toward  Liberty  Street,  By  the  time  I  got  there,  he  was  out  of  sight,  and  the  spokes  of 
his  bike  had  neatly  sliced  the  vegetable  into — voila — bell  pepper  julienne. 

As  every  shopper  knows,  both  plastic  and  paper  are  apt  to  tear  at  inconvenient 
times,  and  although  paper  is  biodegradable,  wood  pulp  is  required  even  for  that 
which  is  recycled,  thus  adding  to  the  depletion  of  our  forests.  Most  plastic  is  not 
biodegradable  and  can't  be  recycled  other  than  by  the  consumer. 

I  once  saw  a  television  documentary  that  still  haunts  me,  It  showed  how  the 
waste  we  throw  so  thoughtlessly  mto  our  garbage  piles  up  in  landfills  and  in  the  seas. 
In  the  film,  the  Sargasso  Sea  (so  named  for  the  quantity  of  green  seaweed  that  once 
floated  there)  was  completely  covered  by  undulating  plastic  bags.  That  is  when  I 
decided  against  plastic  in  favor  of  cloth- 

Ayear  ago.  I  searched  through  my  sewing  remnants  and  found  some  short 
lengths  of  canvas,  from  which  I  made  four  durable  (and  washable)  bags. 
You'd  think  four  would  be  enough,  but  on  some  shopping  days  even  more 
bags  were  needed  So  I  went  through  my  closet  and  discovered  a  three-piece  brown 
denim  suit  that  will  never  go  around  me  again.  From  the  suit  I  managed  to  muster  three 
additional  shopping  bags,  and  for  the  past  year,  all  seven  bags  have  served  me  well. 

Other  clothes,  like  denim  blue  jeans,  make  good  heavy-duty  bags,  and  old 
polyester  slacks  can  easily  be  turned  into  carry-alls  that  e.\pand  to  Ht  the  contents.  My 
mother  and  her  generation  used  cloth  shopping  bags,  usually  made  of  recycled  or 
remnant  fabrics— and  so  can  we.  If  sewing  isn't  your  bag.  however,  you  can  buy 
attractive  fabric  and  siring  bags  in  many  Noe  Valley  shops. 

I  recently  spoke  to  the  manager  at  the  30th  and  Mission  Safeway,  who  assured 
me  that  Safeway 's  5-cent  credit  policy  was  still  in  effect.  You  may  have  to  remind  the 
clerks,  however,  because  they  sometimes  forget.  To  make  sure  that  /  don't  forget  to 
bring  my  own.  I  always  write  on  the  bottom  of  my  shopping  list,  in  bold  print. 
■  BRING  BAGS!" 

I  also  approached  Bell  Market's  manager  and  asked  if  his  .store  would  be  willing 
to  follow  Safeway's  lead.  He  was  very  sympathetic  to  the  idea,  but  said  he  would  have 
to  consult  the  store's  board  members  at  their  next  meeting.  Since  our  talk.  Bell  has 
started  to  stock  canvas  bags  with  the  store's  logo  imprinted  on  them — and  they  are 
selling  like  hotcakes. 

The  Noe  Valley  Community  Store,  at  29th  and  Sanchez,  keeps  a  barrel-full  of 
used  plastic  and  paper  bags  by  its  checkout  counter,  and  the  Real  Food  Company  on 
24th  also  has  a  5-cent  rebate  policy.  (Both  stores  sell  large  canvas  totes,  too.) 

By  writing  this  column.  I  hope  to  encourage  not  only  the  stores,  but  also  the 
good  citizens  of  Noe  Valley  to  think  twice  about  what  they  use  for  shopping  bags. 
Wouldn't  it  be  great  if  all  of  the  merchants  would  adopt  this  anti-waste  policy.  It 
would  be  profitable  for  them,  by  cutting  down  on  their  overhead,  and  it  would  be  a 
kindness  to  our  earth,  because  it  would  reduce  the  amount  of  garbage  we  dump  upon 
her  daily,  as  well  as  lessen  the  pollution  that  accompanies  the  manufacturing  of  dis- 
posable products.  It  would  also  save  the  lives  of  trees  that  go  into  the  making  of  paper 
products. 

And  lastly,  it  would  benefit  the  customer,  for  I  estimate  that  by  bringing  my  ckith 
bags  to  market  twice  a  week  for  one  year.  I  am  $28.80  wealthier.  More  importantly,  I 
feel  a  great  deal  more  responsible.  □

war  to  justify  their  budget,  and  we're 
there  to  defend  the  oil  men's  honor  " 

In  ihe  eyes  ot  Elizabeth  Street  resident 
Nick  Deluca.  'It  means  we're  screwed 
insofar  as  any  peace  dividend  goes,  and 
we  are  about  to  write  a  new  chapter  in 
Ihe  book  of  presidential  military  adven- 
tures. You  might  most  recently  remem- 
ber Granada  and  Panama." 

"You  mean  hghting  over  oil?  This  is 
Ihe  first  fighl  of  the  future."  warns  Pat 
OeTemple  of  Diamond  Street.  "We  used 
lo  hght  for  things  like  freedom  and  democ- 
racy, but  from  now  on  we  will  hghi  lor 
natural  resources  and  empire  sorts  ot 
things  " 

Says  Paul  Singer  (Elizabeth  Street),  "1 
think  It's  a  contrivance  of  George  Bush 
and  the  oil  interests  of  the  U.S. ,  plain  and
